His Impressions and Observa- 
tions Whilst Abroad. 


Ex-Gov. B. Gratz Brown returned to town 
this week from a tbree month’s visit to Ea- 
rope. A PusT DIspaTcH reporter met the 
Governor on Olive street thi, morning, look- 
ing remarkably well and receiving the con- 
gratulations of a circle of legul friends gath- 
ered around bim on the sidewalk. He 


courteously consented to & five minutes’ sit- 
ting at bis office fur the application of the in 
terviewing process, and bis impressions of 
thinwsin the Old World were giveu in sub- 
nee as follows: 
i ieporte. : You yoree wopow the some pri- 
siness, as l understoo 
dy Brown: 1.68, §8ir, l went over 
there to fucilitate some  negotistions 
in raiiroad ava other matters, all of a private 
nature I do not wish to state them, they would 
nut concern the pubiic. Lt Was my first trip 
to Europe and I enjuvyea it exceeuingly but ul 
course I am glad to get back home again for 


Christmas. 
R. When did you leave and where did you 


overnor? 
Pov Brown: 1 left on the 8thof Septem- 
ber, and went by way of Liv rpool to London 
where | remuined One month, attending to 
business there. Then I went tv York and 
thence to Edinburgh and Glasgow. Having 
disposed oO! business I returned to 
London for ‘ short time. After 
thuti crossed the channel to Buulogne and 
visited Amiens and Paris. I remained in 
Paris a week andtben returned to London. 
I sailed nome trom Liverpool in the Celtic. 
Sheisa mavnificent ves-ei but we had atre- 
mendous rough passage, Dine days and nights 
of tossing avout. The ladies aveard suffered 
very much butl enjoyed immuni'y froai sea- 
sickness Dothin gwoiuy and returning. The 
Celiic’s boats were washed away and 
the guardstorn otf. There was promenad- 
ing on the u per deck | can assure you. 

k.: You visited allthecilassic localities in 
Enytland, I suppose? 

Gov. B.owu: 1 madethe most of my time, 
sir. 

Rep.: How did you like the hotel .system in 
the old word? 

Gov.: lL sta\ed in London atthe new Grand 
Hotel on Trafalgar Square, the Strand end. 
It is a superb estabifshment on the 
American plan, which is becoming ver 
popuiar in England. In Paris 
stopped likewise at the Grand Hotel, a huge 
house on the American plan, with all our 
home features embodied in it. 

R.: Is the electric light much introduced in 
the streets and houses of London und Paris? 

Gov.: Yes. pretty generally. The elecwic 
Mvht, sir, will be the light ot the world. I at 
tended the electrical exhibition in Paris 
and saw all kinds of machinery run by elec- 
tricity from the separation of a needle to the 
ruuning ot astiectcar, and I was cha med 
with the telephonic connection. Theconnec 
tion with the Grand Opera-house as a musical 
feature in tele phonics is something 
rema’ kable. The voices were dis 
tinctly beara in the exhib tion room. 

Kep.: vid you obse: ve the London and Paris 
evetems for relieving street and passenger 
traiic? 

Gov.: Yes, sir, and I have reached the con- 
clusion that nothing beats our New York ele- 
vated railroad system, In London they 
have tne subterranean roads, with 
the discomfort of bad air, and in Paris 
trey still stick tothe sireet tramway car sys- 
tem drawn by horses, Elevated roads prop- 
eriv corstructed can alone ineet the public 
ohgge games und relieve crowded thorough- 

ies, 

Lop : What do vou think of the sanitary 


Zeeuliattonsin Londuna and Paris? 


@ov.: 1 thivk we learn some’ good 
-tpaagia.\ from both. The regulations for 
the ramovai of mud or filth in the streets are 
etrencihenedin both cities and the work is 
cariicd on more effectuaily. The streets are 
paved with vranite iu London and asphaltum 
in Paris, and asphaltuwinis found to be dura- 
bl+ and witt suortiy be introduced in London, 

Rep : I+tne Pullman sleeping and drawing- 
room car system popular with the Enylish 
traveling public? 

Gov : It is not introduced there to any 
gieurexient vet. The nty t trains to Scotland 
andthe No thturnish Pulimans, but the day 
trains and local trai:s are still suynrlied 
with the old-fashiored compartment 

ariiage., rhe British railroads 
are ndmirab!y equipped, the road-beds per- 
fect, the stations commodious and some pa- 
latiully furnished. The coaches are of lighter 
construction than ours; thev do not run on 
trucks. The baggage system is far inferior to 
ours however. 

fep.: Whatimpressions did you gather of 
— -entimentin LKoglandon the Irish ques- 
tion? 

Gov : The feelingis bitter against against 
the agitators. The Government is criticised 
bythe Tory press a8 fuilingin allof ita theo- 
ries and measures, and the impression is that 
the Government is getting into a hole, but the 
Englisi people are a unitin resisting measures 
of agitation. [ found business men 
over there interested in the tariff ques- 
tion here, favoring its modification Englandis 
getting intoa critical condition. Her people 
are largeiv Ccependent upon heriron and cot 
ton industries and her coal interests. The 
markets in Eu: ope are forestallea and closed 
against Eugiuand. The statesmen are urging 
the techical education of the artisans. I saw 
few people engaged in agricultural] pursuits in 
Engiand, The iand seems largely devoted to 
pasturage. They can not raise wheat thereto 
compete with the great fields of § the 
Northwest and Asia. The inotrinsiec value of 
land for productive purposes is impaired, 
thus affecting rental valuesin Great Britain. 
The Irish would find it difficuittoliveon small 
farmsifthey had norentto pav at all; they 
could not provide against the failure of the 
crops. The efforts of Gladstone to wrestle 
with the Irisi problem have won himthecon- 
fidence ot the English people. When I wasin 
London the sympathy of the English people 
on the death of Garfield was 
very. very feeling!y expressed on all sides. 
Rhe cordialrelations between England and 
America were never stronger than they are 
atpresent. I heard and eloquent sermon by 
Canon Farrarin Westminster Abbey,addreas- 
ed tothe Volunteers on the glory of England. 
He alluded tn a wost touching manner to 
Garfield. The Prince of Walesis very popu 
jarin Englund now; bis affavtlity is acknowl- 
edged by every one. 

Rep.: What were your impressions of Parts? 

Gov.: I think it u most beautiful city in 
every feature. The boulevards with the gay 
thron s, the adornments, the brilliant lights 
etc., excel anvthing lever saw as a moving 
spectacle. The Parisian people, or some of 
them seemto long forthe Empire. I beard a 
criticism of Gambetta from some of the Reds 
to the effect that he had gotrich and was not 
one of them any longer.

She was a frail craft at best 
and it is particularly gratifying to know that 
her crew hay escaped without loss. It will

The Mystery Unraveled—What Will be 
Proven at the Inquest. 


At last the mystery of the Tonkin murder 
nag been solved. The guilty parties are being 
arrested rapidly, and by 3 0’clock this after- 
noon all of the guilty parties 
will be behind the bars. What evidence 
the police bave they decline to disclose, but 
enough has been learned outside of the de- 
partment to make it certain that the shot 
which killed Fred Tonkin was fired either by 
Kittie Lamont, a low Eighth street 
prostitute, or by her lover, William Scharlow, 


a thug and a pimpof the roughest description. 
Kittie and Scharlow were botn arrested lute 
last night, and the remainiug people 
to be pulled are simply witnesses 
of the affair who have hitherto been keeping 
very dark about the matter. There were more 
witnesses than the public have hitherto sup- 

osed. If Kittie Lamont's story is to be be- 
ieved, Moilie Maloney, ayounglady whom she 
describes as a ‘‘Patch dame,’’ did the shoot- 
ing, but the toils uf the law are drawn verv 
closely about Kittie and her lover and there is 
no doubt that the murder lies between the 
two. The police, as usual, are extremely 
reticent about the evidence in their posses 
sion, and it was Only by a finke that a report- 
er learned that the arrest had been made at 
Lou Allen’s bagnio on Eighth street. A 
visit was at once made to that 
hostelry and the Deputy Coroner 
He made it his 
business to go back and warn the inmates to 
say nothing tothe reporter under penalty of 
the law, a warning wnich was forgotten in tho 
interest of the case. 

LOU ALLEN’S STORY. 

‘*Oh yes,’’ said Lou Allen, ‘‘the detectives 
came here last night and the first thing Kittie 
said was, ‘I know they are after me, but l 
haven’t done ee ty 

‘*And they arrested her?’’ 

‘*Yes, she went out behind and looked in at 
— window and then camein and gave her- 
self up.’’ 

‘*What had she told you about the shoot- 


ing? 

‘*Very little. I’ll tell you what she 
told me. You see I’ve known 
Kittie ever since she was a chiid. Her real 
nameis McCabe. She is a nice, sweet-tem- 
péred littie girl not more than eighteen years 
old. But she has been married. She 
has Aa lover named Billy Scharlow 
who comes here to see her very often. He 
just slides in and sees her and runs out, be 
cause heis a kind ot afraid of me. You see, 
he is a hard character, and I don’t want him 
about here. Sunday evening I noticed 
Kittie dressed to go out. She hadon a red 
dress, a oluck cloak, and a red hood.’’ 

‘‘Forst tell me what her real name is. She 
was arrested as Kittie Mulcahy.’’ 

‘*She has gone b the name 
of McCabe, Muicahy, Heffernan, Cat- 
fernan and Lamont. I’ll show youone of 
her cards,’’ andthe affair was produced, a 
vulgar little piece of pasteboard with

a chromo labeled Fidelity in the 
upper left-haud corner. ‘She _ said 
she was going out with Billy. 
She came in about one with a gentleman, who 
stayed awhile and wentaway. He was avery 
nice looking gentleman. I asked her about 
him and she said she picked himup about a 
block or so away from the house. The next 
day we were reading the papers and 
taiking about the murder when, HKittie told me 
that she had heard the shot fired. I askea 
her to tell me all about it and she said: ‘Billy 
and me waiked cut On Morgan street and 
stopped at Fred Lark’s saloon, where we met 
some friends and had a tew drinks. 
We walked out on Was iington avenue and St. 
Charles and noticed a man following us. - We 
parted, and a minute ortwo after I met the 
man I thought was chasing us, and he told me 
he would give me a nice fur cap and 
two dollars if I would go up to 
hisroom. Irefused, and we walked along 
fora while. Then I metaman with a dark 
moustache and a long overcoat, and I took 
hig arm and walked a —o him over to 
wards the church. hen | heard a 
shot fired and was scare and ran 
away as fast asI could, the police clubs be- 
gan to rattle.’’ 

‘* ‘Do youthink it was Billy shot him?’ I 
asked her.’’ 

‘* ‘No,’ she said, and then she went on: 
‘Atter the shooting I met Billy about two 
blocks away from the chureb and we went 
down to Lark’s saloon again.’ ”’ 

‘*‘Didn’t she say anything more definite 
about the man who was following her?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

‘*‘Yes, sne ssid this man jumped ont from 
behind alotof debris andcametowards them, 
and then Billy wentaway.’’ 

‘‘Isn’t there anything else you can tell 
about the affair?’’ 

‘‘Except that one time Kittie told me that 
she was utraid if anyoody came up to her 
while she was with Billy, that Billy would 
kill him. She was very much afraid of Billy 
when he had been adrinking.’’

I know nothing about 
the case but what shetold me ’’

killed Tonkin?’’

PROBABLE MURDER. 
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Gerald Fitzgibbons Stabbed by a 
Discharged Employe, 


Thomas Raycraft the Slasher—The 
Origin of the Trouble, 


Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning an- 
other cutting affray occurred in the Third Po- 
lice District which may possibly result inthe 
deathjof Mr. Gerald Fitzgibbons, agent for the 
St. Louis Transfer Company. The facta in 
the case are about these: A short time ago 
Thomas Raycraft, formerly employed by the 


Transfer Company, sued the company before 
Justice Smyth for $53 and some odd cents 
which he alleged was due him as back pay, 
and the company claimed an offset agains} 
him of y due them on a caddy of tea which 
he had lost while in their employ. 

This morning at 10 o'clock the case was 
calied up before Justice Smyth, Tenth and 
O'Fallon streets, for a hearing. Fitzgibbons 
was on hand in behalf ofthe company with a 
legal aaviser, but Raycraft failed to put 
in an appearance in reasonable time and the 
Justice non suited the ease. A few minutes 
later Raycraft appeared incourt. Mr. Fitz- 
gepeans stepped up to Raycraft and offered to 

ring the matter to 2conclusion by paying 
him $40 cash and to pay the costs of the court, 
although the company could not be held liable 
for them, 

The proposition was pone ny ped refused by 
Raycraft. Fitzgibbons and his lawyer atarted 
out On the sidewalk, closely followed by Ray- 
| oraft, who carried a jack-knife with a four- 
inch blade. Eitzgibbonas noticed 

KAYCRAFT WITH THE KNIFE 
in his hand, and started on a run, and made 
his way into the basket factorv of Michael 
Mahan, On the south side of O'Fallon street, 
between Tenth and Eleventh streets. After 
entering the basket factory Fitzgibbons 
stumbled and fell to the floor, and by that 
time Raycraft had overtaken him and began 
Siashing the tallen man with the _ knife. 
He stabbed him once in the right hip and 
once in the left breast, besides several minor 
cuts. James Moran noticed the tronble and 
started on his way to the Seventh Street Sta- 
tion to netify the police, but before an officer 
had arrived on the scene Henry Henning, a 
constable in Justice Smyth’s office, rushed in 
on Raycraft, andinall probability prevent- 
ed amurder. Ruycraft was taken by Con- 
stable Henning tothe Seventh Street Police 
Station, where he was assigned tocell No. 2. 
After Fitzgibbons was cut he bied freely and 
was removed to Thomas Halpin’s drugstore, 
northwest corner Tenth and O’Fallon streets, 
where he remained until 

A CARRIAGE WAS BROUGHT, 
when he was taken to Dr. Clopton’s office, on 
Morgan street, just west of Eighth. Dr. 
epeen told a reporter that Mr. Fitzgibbons 
ha been seriously cut in several 
Places. The stab in the left breast 
was the most dangerous. The physician 
was afraid to probe the wound too deeply 
and is not sure that the knife did not enter 
the cavity of the chest. He thinks it proba- 
bie thatit may havedone so. Inthis case, 
hemorrhage may set in at any mument, 
and the man is in an extremely 
critical condition. Fitzgibbons has 
another severe wound in his left buttock and 
was Sslashedin seven or eight otner places. 
Hia clothes were cut ail to ribbons After 
the wounds haa been dressed Dr. Clopton’t 
office looked like a butcher’s etall. Mr. R.P

The Story as Related by Ail Parties Con- 
cerned—Reported Clerical 
Suspension, 


For five days reports have been current in 
the city which couple a pair of clerical names 
ina rather serious manner. The matter has 
now assumed such dimensions that, although 
Te Post-DispaTcH has refused te print 
anything about itfor five day-, the matter 
is now so pubiic that its publication is inevit- 
able. The story begins at the restau- 
rant in the Southern Hotel. On 
Friday,about noon, two well known Catholic 
priests walked into the above place and or- 
dered dinner. Both of these are remarked 
for their genial disposition and hearty man- 
ner. One is described as a short, rotund, 
jolly man, with arather florid countenance. 
Heis the a+sistant or vicar at a parish 
in the northwestern part of the 
city, and is reported to bé a good talker, a 
good liver and a good fellow generally. His 
name bears a Celtic prefix, and some years 
ago it Was reported that a little episode in 
which he figured brought him unpleasantly 
before’ the church authorities, 


this is probably a base slander. The 
other gentleman is tall, thin-faced, and aus- 
tere in appearance. He is said to stand five 
feet eleven inches in bis stockings, and his 
surname is not unlike that of a clerical dig- 
nitary, who is equally well known for bis high 
position In the church and his eloquence, 
which is often heard in the city. The tail and 
au-tere man is fond of horse s. 
Nobody is better known on Page avenue, and 
he often declares that he does not take the 
dust from anvbody. 
HE AT PRESENT OWNS TWO

restaurant. The two reverends ate a hearty 
dinner there Friday afternoon. They are

the coffee and Holland cheese, 

says that the short man said to the tall, aus- 
tere mun, as they sipped their Mocha, ‘‘Let’s 
bave a carriage ride,’’ and that the tall man 
responded jocularly, ‘‘I go you.’’ They 
adjourned to the carriage office of the botel, 
aud the small man told Jimmy Johnson, Mr. 
Bohle’s elerk, that they wanted ‘‘to ride out 
$5 ina hack.” A bargain was struck and the 
ride was begun about 2:30 p. m. Henry Co'lins 
a sable Jebu held thelines. After several 
stops the party arrived at Forest Park and 
thepce went tothe Mansion House,a well 
known resort on Taylorand Page avenues, 
Here refreshments were tuken, and the 
story says that Mr. S. H. Fitzwater, the 
host of the Mansion House, overcharged the 
genial clergymen. 

The story furtheris to the effect that 
these gentlemen were already overchargrd 
in another sense and that they resisted Fi:a- 
water’s attempt. A row ensued, and after a 
row ortwointhe bar an ajournment was 
had tothe yardoutside H rea smal! man 
who keeps bar for the Mansion House pulled 
his pop and fired four times at the tal!, aus- 
tere man. The latter rushed down to the 
fence, pulled outa paling and rushed back 
to the rescue of the jolly man with the 
florid face, who was : 
BRAVELY BATTLING WITII HIS ANTAGONIST. 
The amount in dispute was $1 75, but the 
fight seemed to be big enough fora stake of 
a million dollars. The large man rushed up, 
and with one blow of the paling laid Fitz- 
waterout. Mrs. Fitzwater tried to cali off 
the dogs of war, but the driver says the pal- 
ing hit her twice in the small of the back and 
she desisted. The driver during all this fracas 
was down at the gate struegling hard to 
bold his horses, who were dancing the lanc- 
ers to the music of the pisto! shots. He says 
that all he knowsis that the small man sev 
eral times pronounced hi- will and ability to

closes for the _ night. On Saturday 
morning, Fitzwater came to. town, 
to swear out a warrant, charging 
Father Henry, a wel’ known temperance ad- 
vocate and the pastor of S’. Lawrence 
O’Toole’s Church. with doing the fresco 
work withthe paling. F ther Henr imme- 
diately went totbe Four Courts. Fitzwater 
looked bim over, and said he was tail enough, 
ut he was notthe tall man in question, 
and here the matter ended/The rumor, how 
ever, got around, and this morning it was 
reported that Bi-bop Ran had su-pended 
both gentlemen. In running down this last 
statement, the following series of stories 


were evolved:

MR. FITZWATER’S STATEMENT, 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter visited the 
Mansion House for the purpose of obtaining 
a statement from Stephen H. Fitzwater an, 
found him lying in bed with his head bart, 
daged and suffering acuté pain from 24 
rough enccunter of Jasi Friday. Upon bei,. 
introduced to the reporter and asked fé« 
a statement he first vo.unteered to show the 
extent of his injuries. A !arge gash extend- 
ing from the center of the head across the 
forehead, between the two eyes and along the 
nose Was first displayed. Next his right 
arm was bared and several ijarge bruised 
sp: ts were examined. Mr. Fitz- 
water’s statement, given disconnectedly, 
was as follows. Two priest~ vi-l'ed his 
house on Jast Friday evening about balf past 
six, both well under the influence of liquor. 
A contract was entered into for drinks con- 
sisting of whisky, wine and selizer water. 
When the priests were about to leave they 
seemed to forget their bill and were 
leaving without’ settling. Mr. Fitz- 
water followea them out and 
demanded bis money, amounting to $1 75. 
One of the priests wxs wil ing to settle, but 
bad no money and w.shed to borrow from h's 
companion, who was in a bell'gerant mood, 
A discussion ensued and tbe second priest 
descended from the carrisge with bis hand 
on bi< hip-; ocket and advanced thresteningly 
towards Fitzwater, who advised him 
to keep _—iback. A slight scuffle 
ensued, but was interrupted by the other 
priest, who endeavored 'o0 smooth maters 
over. During the conversation whieh took 
place between the peacemaker and Mr. Fitz- 
water, the beilliger: n' priest disappear d and 
was absent about four minutes, when he re- 
turned with arail which he had pullea cff 
the fence, and sneaking up _ behind 
Fitzwa'er, was about to stitke 
him unawares, when Mrs. Fitzwater hol- 
loaed: *“*Look out, he is going to hit you with 
aclub.” Fitzwater turned and received the 
full force of the blow across the he d and 
face, partially stunning him. Atthis junc- 
ture George Francis, a Mexican cook, and 
Mrs. Fitzwater joined in the attack. Mrs, 
Fitzwater received two severe blows 
the back with the railing. fhe 
Mexican drew a reve yr and commenced 
firing. The prists bieke »nd ran. One 
scrambled into the carriayve, the other running 
down Page avenue to Taylor avenue, where 
he was overtxken by Fitzwater. <A struggle 
ensued, in which both fet!, but regained their 
feetinstent y. The Mexican assisted Fitz- 
water to wrench the «lub from. the 

‘iest’s «=6hhaods, and then he was 
necked down, kicked and pummeled till 
the back drove up and the priest’s companion 
hustied bim into the hack and drove away at 
aterrible rate. Five shots were fired al- 
together, twobv Mr. Fi zwater and three hy 
the Mexican, one of «hich took the fuzgi- 
tive’s leg. The picket which the priest used 
is ip Fiizwater’s possession, and isan uely 
weapon when in strong hands. Blood «tains 
mark the porti-n that sunk inte Fitzwat. r’s 
head. Mr. Fi zwater stated that a move- 
mentis on foot to coipromise the m tr, 
bur as far as he ix concerned some one must 
suffer for hia injuries. Four men visited 
him in a hack ‘ast Sunday and en- 
de.vored to euter into negatir- 
tions to hush the matter, but were ‘old 
that the case wasin the bands of Col. Mur 
phy, an’, if compromised at a'l, must go 
throurh vim, fhe same men visited sim 
on Monday, but were not admited to his 
bed room.

At last they called for the bill, which was 
£1 75. One ofthe priests demurred tothe 
bill and the other wanted to pay it.’”’

‘*Well, I believe Father O’Hanlon wanted 
to pay the bill. Atany rate they begun 
quarreling, and Father Ryan ran to the 
fence, jerked off a picket, came back 
and struck Fitzwater, the pro- 
prietor of the Mansion House, 
across the head with it, wounding him 
severely. The wound ran this way.” And 
the Captain indicated by a little diagram 
made with his face and finger that Fitzwa 
ter’s injuries began at his forehead 
ended at the apex of his nose. ‘‘Fitzwater’s 
wife ran out to separate the 
combatants, and the priest struck herin the 
back with the picket, hurting her pretty 
badiy. Then Fitzwater pulled his pisto!

Here, however,the atmospbere of 
crime contioued still tosurround her, for the 
man by whom she was employed hada 
brother who was also condemned to capital 
uvishment, and suffered death by the guil- 
otine at Versailles. This incident caused 
the brother to breik up his esta blishment 
and turn Marie Biron out upon the world 
again. She managed, however, still to elude 
the pursuit of the detectives, and obtained 
an appointment at Courdevoie, where, after 
she was too old to work, she continued to 
exist principaily upon the charity of ber 
neighbors, until death at last reves'ed the 
secret of her identity by discovering the 
tattoo-marks on her arms.

His wife 
was Miss Sophie Worrell, and with her 
sisters Irene and Jennie comprised a big 
team at one time in California vaudeville en- 
terltuinments.

MAFFIT AND BARTHOLOMEW, 
probably the greatest pantomimic team in 
the world, who are seldom heard of outside 
of three or four Exstern cities,in which their 
services are in demand the season round, 
many years ago were struggling in Hitch- 
cock’s dive on Canal street in New York.

They did a Dutch 
act called **Little Fraud,’’ and in their Irish 
business Rickey was always the favorite until 
too arduous pursuit of midnight oil left him 
on his own resources. Rickey gets occasion- 
alengagements now and Harrigan has just 
builta magnificent new theater upon the 
very site where he made his original metro- 
politan appearance. 

But why prolong the list? Mrs. 
and Maugie Mitchell, names in 
advance of all others in their 
esprcial line in the country, began as ballet 
girls. Scores of others are now struggling 
in the lower ranks of the stage world, whose 
ambition and perseverance will in time over- 
come obstacies and give them the best 
standing in the drama, because founded upon 
the surest bisis and foundation—hard work.

THE WINTER SOLSTICE. 

The Shortest Day Reached Under 

Mild Conditions of 
Temperature. 


- — 
—— 


A Talk About the Weather and the 
Seasons. 


To those interested in the study of the 
seasons this isan important day, marking 
the shortest duration of sunlight of any day 
in the month, and, in common parlance, is 
the shortest day inthe vear. The calendar 


marks the 2lst of December as the winter 
solstice, from the fact that the sun 
at 5 o’ciock this evening reaches the tropic 
of Capricorn, twenty-three and a half de- 
grees south of the equator, from which 
point it returns back to the equator, at- 
taining the first point, the equinox, the 20th 
of March, the date from which spring com- 
mences, and attaining the highest point 
north of § the equator, the tropic 
of cancer, onthe 2Iist of June, the summer 
season. Theterm solstice is derived from 
two words, sol and stare, and may be inter- 
pretea jointly as sun-still, as little declina- 
tion as possible being observed when the 
tropic points marking the four seasons are 
attained. 
THE SUN ROSE THIS MORNING 
at eight minutes before seven o’clock and it 
sets at five minutes after five o’clock, afford- 
ing ten hours and thirteen minutes of day- 
light. Whenatthe highest point north of 
the equator, June 21] the sun rises at one 
minute before five o’clock a. m., and sets at 
seven o’clock p. m., affording four- 
teen hours daylight. The condi- 
tion of the atmosphere affects greatly 
the appearance of the winter days,and it fre- 
quently happens thatthe darkest days are 
those which precede or follow the shortest 
day in the calendar. In ancient times it was 
customary to observe the turning points of 
the seasons with religious ceremonies, but 
in an age of clear and sharp intelligence sea- 
son worshipping is dispensed with 
and social amenities prescribe the 
fitting observance of the seasons by modern 
society. 
THE RECORD OF THE WEATHER 
for several years past has engaged the 
thought of tnose who have made the study 
of the planets a part of the system of their 
daily life, professors in colleges, and 
ethers who have derived some as- 
sistance from the newspaper re- 
orts of the Signal Service Department. 
he attitude of these wise men of research 
toward the modern weather prophets Tice 
and Vennor may be said to liken that of reg- 
ular medical practitioners toward the adver- 
tising quacks in the fields of allopathy, ho- 
meopathy and surgery. They shake their 
heads and smile incredulously when asked to 
— an opinion concerning the merits of 
a Tice or a Vennor prediction. 

Said a learned professor on this subject 
to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morning: 

“Tice bases his calculations on certain plan- 
etary observations. Vennor, the Canadian 

rophet, makes bold predictions, and no one 
is enlightened as to how he reaches his con- 
clusions. Occasionally the predictions of the 
one and the other have been verified, but that 
proves nothing. Ifthe Signal Service Bureau 
with ail the facilities of observation at its 
command can only base its calculations of 
weather a few bours ahead by observance of 
the direction and velocity of the currents, it 
is not easv to understand how 

THESE SO-CALLED PROPHETS 

who have achieved notoriety can peer far 
into the future and advise us of whai 
kind of weather we may _ expect. 
The past few seasons have marked some 
very peculiar atmospheric conditions at un- 
seasonable times. The weather we are ex- 
periencing at present, and have experienced 
with one brief exception, the intervening 
spell of cold temperature at Thanksgiving, 
since autumn set ip, isunusual in this part 
of the country at this season of the year, but 
is no milderthan the Christmas season of 
1875, when peopie. sat at the open 
deors and windews. On the Atlantic 
the storms, however, have been more severe 
thus far this winter than for many seasons 
past.

Theaters in Ru-sia. 
From the London Daily Telegraph. 

Russian theaters are, Gumparatively speak- 
ing, very juvenile institutions. A century 
ago there were scarcely any theatrical per- 
formances in either of the two capitals. The 
first Italian opera produced on a ygrand scale 
in St. Petersburg was Paisiello’s ‘*Barbiere 
di Sivigiia,’’ and in the same year an Eoglish- 
nan named Maddox opened the first theater 
in Moscow. The Czarina Catherine II., who 
found her mania for Eoglish customs, com- 
forte, and dependents, and for French fash- 
ions and philosephy, quite compatible with 
an abiding love for a home-made and unure- 
lenting despotism, graciously extendeu ber 
patronage and gave handsome pecuniary 
support to acompany of English aciors un- 
der the management of a Mr. Fisher; but 
ufter three or four years the British comedi- 
ans waxed fatand kicked; they were con- 
linually quarreling among themselves, and 
atliast Mr. *isber’s company melted into 
thin air. Catherine’s successor, the luck- 
less Paul, abhorred all things English, and 
bestowed his crazy affections on French plays 
and players, but the most balecyon days of 
Russian theatricals were, perhaps, some fifty 
years ago, whenthe famous native **prima 
donna,’’ Mme. Semenof, rivaled the French 
‘cantairices’ Mesdumes Albert and Bran- 
chue; whenthe Muscovite Talma was the 
famous tragic actor Cartiguine, whose wife— 
better known under. her maiden name of 
Colossof—played Russian and French char- 
acters with equal facility and felicity. The 
‘prima ballerina’’ of thie brilliant epoch 
was Mile. [stomina, a pupil of Didelot. Mes- 
dames le Bras and Paule were the leading 
stars of the French troupe, and a ‘trun’ of 
noprecedented duration was enjoyed by an 
operatic farce by von Ignatz Schuster—‘ ‘The 
Sham Catalina.’ Nor were the interests of 
the native drama neglected. The Govern- 
ment gave no jess asum than 200,000 rubles 
for the dramatic entertainment of the holl- 
day foik at Christmas and Easter, while for 
the encouragement of the native dramatic 
autborsa voluminous scheme was drawn up 
in the Imperial Chancelierie yoy se oe J origin- 
al dramatists and translators of foreign plays 
into five categories or classes, and decreeing 
that they should enjov during their lifetime 
apart of the receipts of the imperial thea- 
ters, on a scale proportionate to the length 
and importance of their productions. An 
au'hor of the first-class might commute bis 
life-loyalty foralump sum, not exceeding 
4 000 rubles, an amount then equivaleut to 
£800. Russian plavwrights have done good 
work since the flourishing days at which we 
have glanced. °

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A GERMAN SPY. 


The Kind of Tools Employed by the 
Uuscrupulous rrince Bismarck. 
From the Cornhill. 

Prince Bismarck excels in the employment 
of a particuiar ciass of spies, who are known 
to his countrymen as ‘‘reptiles.’”?’ They are 
sham revolutionists, whose business itis 
either to get on to the staff of Radical news- 
papers, or to play a leading parc in Socialist 
electoral committees. The disgust of man- 
kind at some of the atrocious sentiments put 
forth by German Sozialist newspapers wou'd 
no donbt be greater than it isif one could 
get rid of the suspicion that many of these 
incendiary articles are written by ‘‘frepti'es” 
for the express purpose of bringing the Raa- 
ical party into odium. They conceal 
vame so well that often they are flung 
prison for their writings, and acquire a great 
popularity as martyrs to the 
ular cause, whence 
‘hat the pay they receive from the ‘treptile”’ 
fundis large. Nobody would care to be 
lo ked up long in a German fortress for mere 
bread and ch: ese. 

Three years 
Denecke brought out a most virulent news- 
paper, Das Hackmesser (**The Cleaver’’), at 
Berlin. It was ably written, and the editor 
soon gathered astaff of Radical students, 
young doctors and advocates, round him, 
These young men had the greatest confi 
dencein Denecke. They admitted him to 
their clubs, told him of their aspirations and 
plots, and worked for bim without expect- 
ing any pay. A day came when the Hack- 
messer was prosecuted for seditious writing 
in the persons of its editor and another mem- 
ber of the staff. They were sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and a heavy fine, 
which was paid by asubscription got upin 
the braueres, asthe editor was believed to 
be almost penniless. While Denecke was in 
prison the publication of his newspaper was 
suspended, but when he had undergone his 
punishment he resumed his editorial labors, 
and was soon sentenced again—this time 
for & year. A few weeks after 
Denecke’s trial, a former mem- 
ber of his staff, who had gone 
to seek fortunein Paris, saw the Socialist 
martyr sitting outside a cafe, nicely dressed 
and smoking acigar. Much astonished, he 
accosted the man, but Denecke appeared not 
to know bim, and said that there must be 
a mistake, as bis name was Engelracht, and 
he produced acard toproveit. The young 
man apologized and went his way, but he 
was not convinced. The Denecke of Berlin 
was certainly a shabby fellow with a scrubpy 
beard,while the Engeiracht of Paris was well 
shaved and bad spectacies. Yet Denecke’s 
was one of those expressive faces which are 
not easily forgotten. His former associate 
tried to watch him hme, but failed, for 
Herr Engelracht, seeing himself spied, got 
into an omnibus, and the other did not like 
to follow bim. The young man wrote to 
friends at Berlin, however, to teil them what 
he had seen, but be was quickly answered 
that he must bein error, as his friends had 
lately visited Denecaxe in prison, and were 
quite certain that he was under lock ond key. 

‘he mystery was not destined to be cleared 
up until some months afterwards, when 
Denecke, having completed his sentence, 
reappeared amongst his fellow Sovialists at 
Berlin. He was then in very weak 
health, and announced that he should not 
bring out his newspaper for the present. He 
even talked of emigrating to America, saying 
he could not bear a fresh incarceration, 
which was sure to await himif he were to 
recommence writing. But soon after this 
Denecke died, and he was found to have left 
a considerable sum of money. This fortune 
could not have been honestly come by, for if 
it had, there would have been no reason for 
Denecke to feign abject poverty andto allow 
his fines to be paid for him by men much 
poorer than himself. From additional facts 
which transpired it came to be seriously 
suspected—though itcould not be actually 
proved—that Denecke was a “‘repiile,’? who 
never underwent the full terms of imprison- 
mentto which he was sentenced. Govern- 
ment used to :elease him privately and send 
him on police missions to France; but ever 
now oF then the man used to returnto jail 
to show himeelf to friends who came to visit 


him on appointed days. It was established

Professional Tea Tasters. 
From a Sew York Letter. 

The tea brokerage business was begunina 
small way forty years ago and has been con- 
stantly increasing, until it has become an 
immense epecialty. The commission isa haif 
cent a pound, and the smallest amount tbat 
a broker will sel! is five packages. He ob- 
tains samples from the importer and gives 
his customer an opportunity of carefully test- 
ing the article. Hencein a tea broker’s of 
fice the kettle is aiways boiling and the cen- 
ter table has its extended array of tea-cups 
The drawing is carefully weighed, and for 
one cup must turn a silver half dime, this 
Generally a score of 
samples are tested at the sime -‘me 
in order to make comparison. The 
tea traders first try the aroma and then sip 
in order to get the flavor. What nicety of 
taste must be required to fix values in this 
rapid mauner! Anexpert tea-taster, how- 
the price but 
often specify the partof China wherethe crop 
was grown. Tea-tasting is suiitobea gift, 
and some can never succeed while others al! 
at once display skill. A good taster must be 
of a rather nervous tempe:ament,because tea 
appeals to the nervous system, and the 
business is therefore one in which. the latter 
is severely tried and sometimes is shattered, 
Tea brokers are sometimes obliged to taste 
300 samples inaday, andduring the busi- 
ness season 200 isan average, One reason 
for this excess may be found in the 

act that a broker may be em- 
ployed to buy the entire stock for some 
important bouse. Hence he must exercise 
great care; but while he makes lurge profits 
his nealtb suffers to a corresponding degree, 
The constant effect of such a stimulant indeed 
can not be escaped. Tea enters the system 
by inhbasing, and also through the ‘mucous 
membrane, and lastly by the stomach. The 
result, as has been stated,is distressing to 
the nervous system, the consequences being 
varied according to personal idiosyncrasies.

The Celebrated Forrest Letter and Why 
He Wrote It.

An Act of Good Fellowship Turned 
to Bad Account. 


From a Philadelphia Letter. 

One simple, thoughtless actin the life of 
the late Col. John W. Forney, being made 
the subject of baseless and continued misrep- 
resentation, prevented him from mounting 
tofthat height of political fameto which he 
aspired, and to which his talents urged bim. 
The writing of what bas come to be known 
as ‘The Forrest: Letter” bad an active in- 
fluence in preventing Col. Forney’s entrance 
in President Buchanan’s Cabinet, and 
proved an insuperable obstacle to his further | 
political progress. Thetrue story of how 
that celebrated missive came to be written 
has never been told in print, and its publica- 
tion now is demanded in justice to one who 


hes suffered in this instance, as he didin 
many otbers, that he might benefit a friend. 
Daniel Dougherty, who was as near and 
dear to Col, Forney as any one, was 
familiar with the circumstances surroundipg 
the writing of the Forrest letter, and from 
his best recollection of them has this narra- 
tive obtained its foundation. 

Miss Kimberley having made a great suc- 
cess in New York as a public speaker, visited 
Philadelphia to win the applause of its dis- 
criminating audiences. Sne happened in 
Col. Forney’s path, and his generous dispo- 
sition prompted him to aid the lady in ob- 
taining the success she desired. He exerted 
himeelf in every way to make her Philadel- 
phia engagement a fortunate one, and the 
reeult exceeded fond expectations. Miss 
Ikimberley then departed on an extended 
Southern tour, bearing with her letters from 
Col. Forney that insured her a kind recep- 
tion in every city she visited, and made her 


the h¥idnesses showered on this lady by the 
distj” guished journalist, that her traveling 
comfyanion, Mr. Roberts, who, if Mr. Dough- 
erty ’Sjemory hes not proved treacherous, 
afterwards became her husband, wrote a let- 
ter to Col. Forney expressing his hearty ac- | 
knowledement of the favors conferred on 
Miss Kimberley, and his earnest desire that 
the time might soon arrive when he could 
make soine return. 

It was while this well-known public read- 
er was traveling through the Southern 
Statesthat Edwin Ferrest, the greatest tra- 
vedian of his day, and Col. Forney’s bosom 
friend, burst into the room of the then edi- 
tor of the Press one Gay, and in a towering 
rage denounced Jamison, the actor as the 
despoiler of his hearth. In very plain Jan- 
guece he accused Jamison of undue familiar- 
ity with Mrs. Forrest. The differences be- 
tween the tragedian and his wife had long 
been widening, and on this occasion the 
former unburdened himself to his friend, and 
declared that had he but the proof of Jami- 
son’s faithlesness tothe demands of hospi- 
tality he could procure the divorce he so 
much desired. He to whom he spoke was 
pre-eminent'vy animpulsive man, and one 
whoinvariably jumped beneath the spur of 
the moment when pricked by the call of 
friendship. He knew that Jamison was then 
performing in New Orleans, and also tbat 
Miss Kimberley and Mr.Roberts were at that 
time in the Crescent City. The thought 
flashed through bis mind thatthrough Rob- 
erts bis friend Forrest could gain the infor- 
mation he wisbed to obtain. So sudden and 
thoughtless was the resolve that took posses- 
sion of him that it never occurred to him 
that any declaration that might be made by 
Jamison could not possibly affect or be used 
as evidence sgainst Mrs. Forrest. He sat 
down instantly, and hurriedly wrote the cel- 
ebrated Forrest letter, in which he asked 
Roberts to get Jamison ‘‘in his cups,’’ and 
worm from him the secrets of his intimacy 
with Mrs. Forrest. Thus far no harm had 
come to Col. Forney from his thoughtless 
action, for the letter was in the custody of 
Roberts, who was deeply indebted to him. 

Some time later Miss Kimberley appeared 
on the theatrical stayein New York. On 
the night of her first appearance,Edwin For- 
rest Was among her auditors. Returning at 
night to the hotel in which he was stopping, 
he was accosted by the city editor of a New 
York morning newspaper. Finding that the 
tragedian had been to see-and hear Miss Kim- 
berley, the journalist drew from him his 
opinion of the actress. Forrest was nothing 
if not blunt, and as the actress’ methods did 
not meet his unqualified approval, his criti 
cism wus not softened by kind expression. 
The city editor had not witnessed Miss Kim- 
berley’s performance, but he returned at 
once to his «flice and wrote a criticism of her 
acting, every thought expressed in it which 
had been obtained from Edwin 
Forrest. The next day Mr. Rob- 
erts was in the office of the 
newspaper, disposed to make decided ob- 
— to the notice that Miss Kimberley 

ad received. Thecity editor and himself 
‘discussed the matter, and the former finally, 
asa clinching argument, said that the criti- 
cism mu-t be admitted tobe fully justified 
by Miss Kimberley’s performance, for, as a 
matter of fact, it had really been made by 
that master of the Thespian art, Edwin For- 
rest. Mr. Roberts, it is supposed, then de- 
term‘ned on obtaining revenge, and thought 
that he would obtain his object by giving 
publicity to the letter written to him by Col. 
Forney in Mr. Forrest’s interest, and allow 
the impression to go abroad that a conspir,s- 
cy had been enteredfinto to prosecute a de- 
fenseless Woman. The letter was made pub- 
lic, and the political future of Col. Forne 
was Diasted by the man he had befriended. 
The New York Herald wielded the unfor- 
tunate missive as a cudgel to be whiried 
daily about the head of ths editor of the 
Press, and his enemies never negiected an 
eppcetneny to use it to his detriment. 

When coid-blooded James Buchsnan—who 
would rather hear that kind words had been 
said of him by any enemy than to learn that 
a friendly act had been performed by a sup- 
porter—was having strong i: fluences Drought 
to bear on him to place in his Cabinet the 
man who not pay nominated but elected 
him, the claims of Col. Forney were hited 
out of sight when that Forrest letter was 
proeee on the other side of the wavering 
alance of the President’s mind. e 
Southern members of the Cabinet, with the 


exception probably of Howell w 
strong im their opposition to Col. Forney, 


a 

fearing that his strong individuality would 
give bim the mastery even over the Chief Ex- 
ecutive, andso they based on tne Forrest 
letter sentimental reasons why they could 
not sit in the Cabinet with its author. Urged 
by these falircicus reasons the vacillating 
President turned his back on his political 
creator,and thus a thoughtless ac! performed 
from the purest motives of friendship af- 
fected forevermore tbe political career of 
Col. Forney; for from that time, however 
brilliant'y he may have shone in journalism, 
he was no longer the Warwick he seemed des- 
tined to be.

A Wonderful Tree. 
Clinton (N. J.) Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

A farmer living near Schooley Mountain 
has greatly excited his neighbors by an ac- 
count of a wonderft! tree which he discoy- 
ered several years since. He says that for 
three years it has gone through the cold 
weather without shedding a leaf. It isa 
maple tree and its sav makes very good ma- 
ple sugar. The farmer noticed it first while 
following the trail of afoxoverthe moun- 
tain early in December, 1878. Ali the other 
trees, even of the same species, were entire- 
ly bare,while this tree had not, to all appear- 
ances, lost a single leaf. There were no dried 
leaves underneath it and the leaves on the 
branches were all green. It was with great 
difficuity that a leaf could he pulled from the 
twig to which it was fastened and a 
strong breeze, which was blowing at the 
time, had no effect upon the leaves. So 
astonished was the discoverer at the pheno- 
menon that he forgotall about the fox he 
was after and the cold character of the day 
and spent several hours examining the tree. 
He went bome greatly puzzied and returned 
several days later with a clergyman living in 
the vicinity. They determined to mark 
several of the leaves and see how long they 
remained where they were. They also re- 
solved to keep the thing a secret and watch 
its progress until spring. This they did. 
When April arr'ved the leaves which they 
had marked were just as green and fresh as 
in December, and the tree itself was not af- 
fected inthe least by the severity of the 
weather and the many windy blasts. 

The bark was tapped every week and 
vielded a plentiful supply of sap; enough to 
keep both the farmer and the minister’s 
families in svrupal!l winter long. The same 
has been trigd ever since; nota leaf has 
fallen to «the best. of their belief 
since the day the tree was 


same recularity and profusion. As far as 
can be ascertained there is no cause for the 
mysterious vitality of that particular maple. 
There is nothing in the soil or sub-soil to 
render growth more. ayailable or 
make the trunk and  =~branches better 
abie to stand the storms and cold weather. 
A number of people have lately visited the 
curiosity, but each one comes away perfectly 
mystified. Atthe present time not another 
tree on the whole mountain, with the excep- 
tion of several evergreens nearthe hotels, 
has a leaf on it, and the trunks and branches 
stand out bleak and bare. This maple is in 
an exposed spot,unprotectod from the winds 
and surrounded by rocks. Just why it 1s as 
itis baffles the ingenuity of all beholders. 
Even the regular December fox-hunt is cast 
in the shade by this perpetually green maple 
tree.

The idea of estabiishing a universal lan- 
vuage is one of the oldest of those Utopian 
schemes cherished by philanthropists who 
love to benefit mankind by warring against 
its customs and conveniences. Few, how- 
ever, have taken up the question of a uni- 
versal language with such a considerate de- 
sire to meet the convenience of all nations as 
a Frenchman named M.Sudre. Recogniz- 
ing the fact that *‘the patriotic susceptibil- 
ity of most nations would be shocked’’ if the 
dialect of one country were chosen as the ba- 
sis of a uniyersal tongue, M. Sudre proposes 
that a new language shall be formed out of 
the seven notes of music, do, re, mi, fa, sol, 
la, si, which are pronounced in the same Way 
by all peoples. All the words in the univer- 
sal vocabulary would be made with com- 
pounds of these notes.’ The meaning attached 
tothe simple notes themselves would be: 
do, no; re,and; mi,or; fa, to; sol, if; la, 
the; si, yes. The feminine would be formed 
by doubling final vowals—e.g., misifa, a hus- 
band, misifaa, a wife; and plurals by doub- 
ling the consonants in final syllables, as fifi, 
a girl; fiffi, girls. M.Sudre has decided that 
the adjective shall always follow the sub- 
stantive, snd according to the dictionary 
whicb he has taken the trouble to compile, 
the sentence **We have an incapable Govern- 
ment,’’ would read thus: **Doddo sisolfasol 
Lassidore.’’
